2 6^^StS^X under PCTArticle 33(2) as being antieipated by Lesty et al, Lesty et al teaches forming a heap for 
teaching well formation, surveying the heap and adjusting the leaching to further leach incompletely leached sections of the heap 
where ESS to £ extracted can be any desired type of material including gold, copper or a base metal, thereby showmg all 
aspects of the above claims.
